Ho had no pistols, and was evidently 
not expi'L'ting or in fiict propoi'ed for a 
light. This tact did not e.scape tlio now 
thoroughly interested spectatorB. Up 
. Went the tiatbuatrunn promptly, as Bowie 
reached the to[) uf tlic bluff. " Ls your 
name .Tim Bowie ?' he asked. 

Bowie reiilieii thut it wa.s. 

" Then," rthouted ihu tlatboatman, as 

ho sqmired oil", " I think you a 

rutxnil-i'BiUd I'm gouig to wbip you right 
hero and now." 

Bowie ^Ml3 a lunii of few words. Ho 
Htiiod and ga/.ed at his adver.sary, who 
was more emboldened than ever. " I 

Ihiuk you're ii I'oward," ho 

yolli'il, "and I'm going to knock your 
head oil"," and, so .saying, the Mem- 
phiei Terror" advunce'd to tho conflict, 

Bowie never flinched, flis keen eye 
was lixed on the •' Terror," who at thi.s 
moment was fat'e to faeo with him. But 
fia tho mau oi Memphis drew a dirk 
from hit brea-st Bowie stopped back u 
• •lUL and thrusi out . i.-, (imCi'elia as if to 
Kcop^lita autayoiiiht at bay. 
- 'i'uo '• Aleuipliiu Terror," seizing tho 
nmbroUa with one hand, made a pass at 
the inventor of the famous knife with 
the otliur. In bo doing, he pulled the 
umbrella to himself, leaving free in tho 
right hand of Bowie his murderous 
weapon, which to this moment had been 
cjuceaied iu the folds of the impromptu 
shoath. The sight of Bowie standing 
there with tho knife iu his hand and tho 
gleam of vengeance iu his eye was tixj 
tunch for " The Terror. " 

From the bouncing bidly ho bocamo 
transformed into a craven coward in a 
aecoud. His faeo turned pale and his 
knees trembled, while tho dirk dropjjed 
from his hands as ho gazed on Bowie's 
weapon with staring eyes.

FROM ENG LA ND TO FR A Si' F. 

J . uNDEii :rnL water. 

The tunnel by which Englaml and 
France are to be united and the dis- 
agreeable crossing the channel on stcam- 
ors avoided is progressing satisfactorily 
to everybody. Preliminary drifts have 
been pushed under the bed of tlio ocean 
for more than a mile on cither side, and 
<&ly soft dry chalk encountered. The 
machine used for cutting goes aliead at 
the rate of about a yard an hour. The 
tunnel at first will be Ijctweeii sevon 
and nine feet in diameter, but; will bo 
enlarged for railway purposes. The 
distance in a direct linn from one end 
of the tunnel to the otiier will be 
ab.out eighteen miles, but in uddition 
t£ere will be about a mile ami a (piar 
ter descent from either sLn.ic to the 
bottom of the shaft, which will be 
about 300 feet deep, from which dv\il\\ 
there will be a slo[)fi for aonie di.staiicc 
and then ii level until the coa.st is a[)- 
proaclied, when the inoline will be 
again upward. The thickness of the 
chalk underlying the channel is found 
to be SCO feet from the point of de- 
parture on either side. The whole 
work will bo completed and trains run- 
ning through inside of two years. The 
tunnei will be kept perfectly fresh by 
ani'oxcollent system of ventilation. 
Trains will cross in from lliirty to 
fprty minutes.

A Few Poor So7B' Becords- 

The spcoiui president of flio United 
.Statos, John Adani.q, was tiio son of a 
fanner of moderate tneans, who was 
coiniiL'lli'il to work lOiistniitl v for the 
suppoi t of his fainilv. ^Vlion, ;il the 
age of twenty, the son graduatod at 
Harvard colh^ge, his education was his 
n\s'n capital for his start in aotivR life. 

Andrew Jackson was born in a log 
hut in e.xtroine poverty. Ho grew up 
in tho woods of North Carolina, li\ ing 
in tho lioiiio of a relative, where hiti 
mother workcil In .suoport henself and 
hor tliit'i; children. 

James K. Polk, the (ik'ventli presi- 
dent, spent lii^i early days on a farm in 
the wiklni-upss i)f Noilli Oarolina. Hia 
fallior plnccd liiiii in ;i storo with the 
intention that lie should outer niorcnn- 
tilo life: but his dislike for business 
was so j.'rcat that nt the age of eigli- 
ti'on lie was sent to the Murfrcesboro' 
acadcinv to fit him for college. 

.Millard Filmore was the sou of a 
Now \tnU farrniT, and his home was 
an luiiiiMo one. Wh.'ii was four- 
locn ycar.-i uf ag.' lie w;i.s .sent away 
from hoiui^ to loarn the business of ti 
clothier. But five years later lin en- 
tered a law oftlee, and at the age of 
twenty llireo was adiriiltrd to the har. 

ilaines BucliaiiHii was born in a 
small town of tlic .\lleghany moun- 
tains. His father was poor, and by 
hia own nx bnilt his home in the wil- 
derness. When James .was eight years 
of age he was placed at school, and six 
years later enteriHl llickinsoii college, 
where he gradual I'd with the highest 
honors. 

It is well k'liowii iliiit. .'Vhrniiani Lin- 
coln was tlio son of puronls wlio were 
the poorest of the poor. Till lie waa 
more than twenty-one his honie was a 
log cabin. His attendance at school 
was limited to a few uionth.s. From 
early life ho was eompelletl to depend 
on himsplf not only for iiis living, but 
also for his success in his linsinoHs and 
in his pi'ofcs.'iioii. 

At the ago of ten .\ndrev,- Johiison 
was apprenticed to a tailor. Previous- 
ly his mother liad supported him liy 
her own labor. Hn was never able, it 
is said, te attend school. His educa- 
tion he ijained by his own ellbrts at 
night, after working all day ai his 
trade, and by the help of his wife. 

The early home ot lloneral Grant, 
also, on tho banks of the Ohio, more 
than fifty years ago, was witlioul many 
of tho comforts of civilized life. 'I'ill 
he was seventeen, when he was sent to 
West Point, lie livcil tho life of a com- 
mon boy, in a common home. 

James A. Garfield, like so many of 
his predecessors, was born in a log hut. 
When lie was a year antl a half old 
his father died. The family was poor. 
\Vlien he had hardly entered his teens 
he was doing a man's work ii, the har- 
vest field. He learned the car]ientnr's 
trade. He worked nn th'> Ohio riiiml. 
Ho was deternuneil, however, to have 
an education, and, leaving his plane 
and his .scythe, he worked his way 
through tho preparatory school, ami, 
with some help from friends, he was 
able to graduate at Williams College.

In duiiig tlii.s, other products of 
distillation were developed, until, stop by 
step, the following ingredients are ex- 
tracted from it : An excolleiit oil to sup- 
ply liglit hounea, equal to tho best sperm 
oil at lower cost ; benzole, a light sort nf 
ethorial fluid which evaporates ea.tily.and 
combined with vapor or moist air, 's 
used for the purpose of portable 
gas-lamps; so-called naptha; a heavy fluid 
to dissolve gutta pevcUa aud India rub- 
ber; an oi^collcnt oil for lnbric;iting \im- 
poses; asph.altum, which is a black, solid 
substance, used in making varnishes, 
oovoring roofs and covering over vaults; 
parafino, a white, eryesallino substance, 
resembling whito wax, which Ciin be made 
into beautiful was candles. It melts 
at a tomporaturo of 110 degrees, a,xi& af- 
fords an cxcoUont light. All tliese iub- 
staiicoH are now madp from soft coal.

§4.25. They are exceedingly brilliant, 
you see, and at night shine like a loco- 
motive headlight, ilei'c are a lot of 
little diamonds that sell from 25 to 75 
cents each." "Are those made of paste 
or fish scales?' "Oh, no; I never deal 
in paste goods. These stones are from 
tho Siorra Nevada mountains, and are 
cut and polished in New Yoi-k, and 
some arc even sent to Paris to be cut 
and then returned to this country. They 
are the best imitation of the dia- 
mond made, and retain their brilliancy 
forever. Not being as hard ns the dia- 
mond, care h;is to be taken in not get- 
tinff them scratch(!d."

Prince Bismarck's Oonfosslon of Faith 

Here is Bismarck's confession of 
faith, extracted from a late number of 
tho i^'ort// Aiuerlcaa Rnriev : '■ Were 
I no longer a Christaiu I would not 
remain an hour in the king's service. If 
I did not obey God, if 1 could not count 
upon liim, I should certainly pay no 
homage to earthly masters. 1 shonld 
have to live of course. I should be in a 
good position and should have no need 
of them. Why should I fret and toil 
unceasingly in this world and expose ' 
myself to perplexities and illusage if I 
did not feel that 1 must do my duty ? 
I have a firm, unshaken faith in a life j 
after death — therefore am T a royalist 
otherwise I should bo a roimblicaii. 
If 1 did not believe in a divine order 
which has destined the German na- 
tion for something good and great 1 
would forthwith go out of the diplo- 
matic business or I would never have 
entered it. To what origin to niscribo 
the sense of duty I know not, except 
to God. Orders and titles have no charm 
for me. The firm stand that for ten 
years I have taken against all possible 
absurdities of tho court I owe purely to 
my decided faith. Take from me this 
faith and you take from me my conntry. 
If I were not a Christian and a (inn 
believer, if I had not the miraculous 
basis of religion, you would never have 
bad such a chancellor. Give me a suc- 
cessor on this basis, and I retire at once. 
Take away from mo my relation to 
God, and 1 am the man to pack up to- 
morrow and bo ofT for Varzin to grow 
my oats. T have then no king, and 
why? If it were not God's command, 
why should I submit to these Ilohen- 
zollerns? They are a Swabian family, 
no better than my own, and I should 
have no interest in them. (Read 1 
John v. 4, 5.)" 

A Statural Onrlosltr. 

In tho correspondence of the Went 
Shore, we find the following de.scription 
of an Oregon curiosity:
